The Law te Eaferee the Fiftecuth 
Amendment. 


The bill to enforce the Fifteenth amend- 
ment, an abstract of which appeared in 
our dispatches yesterday, has passed both 
Houses of Congresa, and after the appro- 
val of the Pressdent, which will undoubt- 
edly be given to it, will become a part of 
the law. Ostensibly, the object of the bill 
is to enforce the right of suffrage secured 
by the Fifteenth amendment; but under 
cover of this general purpose the civil 
rights bill is specifically re-enacted, pro- 
visions are thrown in imposing penalties 
on those who accept, or attempt to hold 
office in violation of the Fourteenth 
amendment; and punishment for crimes, 
taxes, licenses, competency to testify, aud 
all sorts of civil rights, are regulated agd 
placed on an equality, without distinction 
of race, color or previous condition 
of servitude. The provisions relating to 
elections, so far as applicable to our modes 
of election, are in the main similar to 
those contained in the Kentucky statute 
on the same subject; but the penalties and 
liabilties are more severe, and the lan- 
guage used is so comprehensive as to ad- 
mit a iatitudmarian construction that 
might perhaps include some mimor impro- 
prieties that our own law would not notice. 


The most noticeable feature, however, is 


that the act removes the 
jurisdiction over all offenses by which a 
colored voter has been affected from our 
own courts to the courts of the United 
States. 

The provisions made for enforcing the 
act, which are incorporated in the bill, 
evince a determination not only to carry it 
into full execution, but to induce also as 
much litigation and as many arrests as 
possible. The present machinery of the 
Federal Courts is not deemed adequate to 
the immense business that is expected to 
arise from the operation of the new law, 80 
authority is granted for the appointment 
of additional commissioners to facilitate 
ite enforcement. The compensation 
of these commissioners depending on 
the amount of work they do, they will 
of course have an eye to business. The 
United States Marshals are all under 
oath and bond to perform thew duties, 


and are now liable to severe penalties

Queer 
stumbling blocks beset bim, and, aside 
from the selt-possession with which he is 
met, he is subjected to a glare of observa- 
tion that is quite overcoming in its way.
